THE WASHINGTON TRIP 


On Monday morning. May 27th, at 7 A. M., some sixty-six of us juniors, seniors and 
our sponsors began collecting on the Portage steps. Soon two new Checkerway buses arriv- 
ed and our hearts literally pounded. We placed our luggage in the proper racks, kept with 
us those things we would want on the trip, and checked with our head sponsor to find our 
proper place. Mr. Starkey was there taking movies, the first of a series, for the twins 
took the movie camera along; and they with Mr. Winebrenner got some fine movies. With 
parents waving goodbyes and with a blast of the “air’ horns--we were off. 

We hit the highway at a rapid pace, and soon were in Ohio. At noon we stopped and 
had our lunch. After resting a bit, we continued on through the hills of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. In the afternoon it rained most of the way and some of the brick highways were 
slippery. While taking their turns at the “reserved" seat the fellows learned everything 
about driving big buses and taught Ray all they knew. We had our evening meal in Pitts- 
burgh and had about an hour to rest. The remainder of the evening was mostly spent in 
trying to make ourselves comfortable. When we hit the Pennsylvania turn-pike all eyes 
were wide open--either that or all closed--for here was the most beautiful road that any 
of us had ever seen. We stayed on it until it was time for us to head in a more southerly 
direction toward the capitol city. We were disturbed about three o’clock in the morning 
by a brilliant light, but discovered that it was only the official photographer obtaining proof 
that some people do sleep with one eye open. 

Running ahead of schedule, we arrived in Washington about five in the morning. You 
would have thought that Mr. Winebrenner and Mr. Gurtner were first rate producer s--the 
way they tried to enter the “closed" Embassy Hotel. After being admitted we changed our 
clothes and “freshed-up" a bit. Most of us had walked down our 16th street to the Exec- 
utive Mansion before breakfast. The sun was shining, and we felt so good--then. 

We had made arrangements to leave the hotel in a group at ten for the Capitol, but 
by that time the rain was coming down in torrents. We donned our rain coats, flagged 
down taxis and drove down the historic Pennsylvania Avenue from the White House to the 
Capitol, the parade ground of the nation, and some were in the greatest legislative build- 
ing in the world. The “guiding force” went to the office of Senator Capehart in the Senate 
Annex. Due to the fact that Senator Barkley had died, only memorial services were held 
in Congress this day; therefore the well laid plans of Mrs. Baird and Mr. Gurtner were 
thrown off schedule. Senator Capehart and his able assistant were certainly most gracious 
to us. They made arrangements for us to buy our lunch in the capitol dining hall. After 
lunch, the senator gave a short talk, telling us of his work. He asked us for opinions on 
some of the vital topics of the day. In the afternoon we made a complete tour of the capitol. 
We were amazed at the beautiful 14-karat gold chandelier in the President’s office. Lin- 
coln was the first to use this room, and it looks much the same. All of the boys and most of 
the girls climbed the numerous steps to the top of the dome. Feeling a bit sportive, most 
of us took the little electric subways that run from the basement of the capitol to the sen- 
ate and house office buildings. We recognized Senator Taft riding on one near us. We 
were surprised to recognize so many of our legislators. 

In mid-afternoon we walked across the street to the Library of Congress, America’s 
highest architectural achievement. In this one building are housed over four million items, 
the declaration of Independence and the Constitution being the most valuable, Our last 
group stop was at the Supreme Court Building. The interior of the court building, made 
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of Alabama white marble dazzles and overpowers one with its splendor. The bronze doors 
are sculptured to depict epochal events in the development of the law. Most of us, so weary 
from a long journey, and an eventful day, ate our dinner and returned to our hotel for a 
good night’s rest. 

On Wednesday morning, we felt fine, and most of us walked to the Washington Monu- 
ment--the greatest free attraction on earth. Some of the fellows climbed it, all eight hun- 
dred and ninety-eight steps, the rest of us took an elevator. There is a million dollar view 
from the top, and if you don’t believe it, just look on page three where you see the four 
views as we saw them that morning from the observation windows. We could have stayed 
here longer, but the “driving forces” sent us to the capitol where we were to get our offi- 
cial passes from Senator Capehart to visit the 79th Congress. The senator s secretary, 
Mrs. Betty Dunn, was instrumental in obtaining for us good seats, where we could see and 
hear well. We then moved into the other wing and visited the House of Representatives. 

This was very much like the Senate, although a much larger body. Before leaving the 
capitol, we gathered on the House side with Senator Willis, his assistant. Mr. James Wat- 
son and Mr. Briggs (Vivian’s uncle from New York) and had our pictures taken on the steps. 
It was necessary for Mr. Watson to obtain permission for us to have a group picture taken 
on the capitol steps from the Office Architect of the Capitol, Mr . David Lynn. Mr . Gurtner 
and Mike Strilich took the pictures, b’ t Mike insists that his was the best--we’d like to 
know who took the one ^f us in the leg:-.d, for both Mike and Mr. Gurtner are seen there-- 
three guesses ! 

After leaving the capitol we moved up Pennsylvania Avenue to the National Gallery 
of Art. Here we had our lunch in a very fine government operated cafeteria. The food was 
excellent and we thoroughly enjoyed ourselves. We didn t know it, but the head person in 
charge told Mr. Gurtner that ours was the finest high school group that had visited there 
i ' a long time. From there we went to the Archives Building, The National Museum, where 
we sper ach time, and then to the hotel. In the National Museum Lillian Beaumont saw 

a beaut gold piano and was about ready to give a concert when a guard appeared. It had 

once been in the White House for it had been given to Alice Roosevelt Longworth. It was 
gold lacquered, intricately carved with the coats of arms of the 13 original states in color 
around the sides. It cost $22,500. 

In the evening, we had a pleasant surprise Mr. Myers, Mr. Gurtner and Mr. Wine- 
brenner had been down town and purchased for us tickets for a moonlight ride down the 
Potomac River. It was a lovely evening, with ideal weather for the open third deck, and we 
were thrilled as the deep bass tones poured out of the high stacks, and we felt ourselves 
slip e from the shore. As the shore line faded into the distance, the sun dropped below 
the horizon, and the great capitol city was soon miles behind us. As the temperature be- 
came cooler, only the “brave’’ remained on the open deck, while most of us went below to 
the second, or to the dance floor on the first where a very fine band reviewed the song hits 
of the day. We were rather surprised when we saw Mr. Gurtner pushing his way through 
the "mrV’ accompanied by a boat policeman; (we were certain he hadn’t been speeding) 
but we found out later that they were on their way to the captain's quarters to obtain per- 
mission to take a flash picture. Ronnie told us later that every couple on the floor started 
pushing toward the camera, in order to “get in”. All too soon the trip was over, and we 
soon heard the deep notes of the whistle signaling as we entered the dock. Helpful Mrs. 
Baird directed us to waiting taxis, which took us to l627--and the sailors to the base. Bob 
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Goin and Mr. Snyder were last in line at the faculty reception, at which each took their turns 
as short comments. Bill Bolles, Harvey, Mike and Dale were so confused they took the ele- 
vator to the third floor, then finding Joan Zimmerman not at home they descended one floor 
where they met a “Staunch Friend” who greeted them in no uncertain terms. After short 
(sheet) ceremonies on the second and third decks, a few pranks here and (mostly) there, 
the admiral and his crew came up, the lights were turned low, and we prepared ourselves 
for another eventful day. 

The next day was Memorial Day, so we arose exceptionally early, had a private break- 
fast and boarded our chartered bus to be on hand at Arlington Memorial Cemetery to see 
President Truman lay the wreath on the Unknown Soldier's Tomb in the usual Memorial 
Day Services. While Mr. Winebrenner, Betty Nicholson, Marjorie Tilden and Mr. Gurtner 
went to the Administration Building and got information on the exact location of the grave 
of Betty’s uncle who was killed in World War I, the rest of us went through the Lee Man- 
sion and then back to the waiting bus which then took us to Mr. Vernon. In touring the 
grounds, we went down to the river where, by chance, we saw the Presidential Yacht 
cruising down the river. After leaving Mt. Vernon, we started back to Washington, stopping 
first at the National Airport, the largest in the world. We then crossed the river and visit- 
ed the Lincoln Memorial where we took movies and still pictures. We then proceeded up 
Constitutional Avenue to Tenth Street and up to E Street where we visited the Ford Theatre 
which is now Lincoln Memorial and also the house across the street in which Lincoln died. 
By this time everyone was extremely tired, so we went to the hotel to rest, clean up, eat, 
and get ready to go to the show. 

We enjoyed our walk down town and felt the need of a good dinner. Later we met by the 
designated theatre. We liked the movie “The Postman Always Rings Twice”, and the organ 
community sing more. You should have heard us sing “Onesey-Twosey" backwards--now 
that was something to hear. 

Friday morning found us bright and happy as the sun arose in the east. After having a 
good breakfast we taxied to the Smithsonian Institute. The activity of this great institu- 
tion is hardly believable. Every year it sends out thirty scientific expeditions. It combs 
the world for buried relics of forgotten civilizations. In this museum we saw the most 
fascinating exhibits ever gathered, of which the most popular are Lindbergh’s Spirit of St. 
Louis, the gowns wore by mistresses of the White House, and the Roosevelt collection of 
wild animals. Mr. Gurtner told us that he had seen Col. Lindbergh fly his plane when vis- 
iting Indianapolis, Indiana, shortly after his non-stop flight. On the wall we saw the flag 
which waved over Fort McHenry in the War of 1812, and which inspired F. S. Key to write 
the 'Star Spangled Banner’. In the Natural History Building we saw their mastodon from 
Indiana (male) and a coy young female from Michigan. These charming creatures were 
related to the elephant. During the morning hours some of us, who were particularly in- 
terested in art or religion, slipped away for a brief visit to the famed Washington Cathe- 
dral. In design and structure it is impossible to describe; we were fascinated. In one of 
the small chapels is buried ex-president Wilson and Admiral Dewey. 

At one o’clock we toured through the Bureau of Printing and Engraving. Our buses came 
after us at two, took us out to 1627, where we packed our luggage and prepared to leave the 
city. It was a beautiful afternoon as we pulled out, this time we had Portage Hi as our 
destination. 

We made one stop in the Pennsylvania Hills for rest and refreshment. We took time to 
view the beautiful scenery through the magnifying glasses. Our last stop together was while 
still on the turn- pike. Here we had a very fine dinner. For the most part the ride home 
was uneventful, we rested most of the way and made a few stops. The first bus arrived a- 
bout noon, while the second came in a few hours later--and a pleasant and profitable tour 
had been completed.

Under the management of Dean Snider, the 46--47 year was good for 
Portage in basketball.

In 
the four-team invitational tourney at Portage gum, the Indians edged Chester- 
ton out and then swamped Liberty to win the trophy. Portage was dropped next 
by a rangy Hobart team in the final seconds of the game. Our fourth defeat 
came from a revengeful Wirt team whom we had downed three consecutive 
times in two years. 

Starting with the County Tourney, Portage got back in form for 
six straight wins. Included in these wins were Boone Grove, and Jackson in the 
first two rounds of the county tourney. Portage then moved into the finals to 
take a close game from Kouts. By winning the tourney, the squad and coach 
were rewarded by receiving the Principal's trophy and the Vidette’s Travel- 
ing trophy. Each individual on the winning team received a silver basketball. 

Still in a winning mood, Portage defeated three Lake County teams, 
Griffith, Crown Point, and our traditional rival, East Gary Edison. Portage, 
not being able to cope with the fighting Lowell outfit, was downed for the fifth 
time of the season. In the last game of the regular playing season, Portage 
again paired with the Kouts Mustangs. This was a tough game all the way, but 
the hard-playing Indians came back from the half to go in front and defeat 
Kouts for the second time during the season. 

Portage was moved to the power-laden East Chicago half of the 
Hammond sectional, which was played at East Chicago on February 26. The 
Indians played East Chicago Roosevelt whom we had defeated in the sec- 
tionals in two previous years, but this time the hapless Indians were smother- 
ed by a big Rough Rider Team.
